M. Bartholomew,!,

The reading of the Minutes of the last regular meeting was dispensed with.

Dr. T. U. Taylor appeared before the Council and requested that a marker showing the

flood stages of the Colorado River In 1869 and 1935 be placed In Lamar Park and offered

his services In the matter, without charge.

Councilman Alford moved that the City Manager and City Engineer be directed to

cooperate with Dr. Taylor In having this work done, the City to pay all expenses Incident

thereto. The motion carried by the following vote; Ayes, Counollmen Alford, G-lllls,

Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf, ^; nays, none; Councilman Bartholomew absent, 1.
